But few things have caused among 
Negroes such a distrust of our 
legal institutions as the treatment 
of several southern governors. 
The pattern of defiance began in 
Little Rock, Ark. with Governor 
Faubus, continued in Mississippi 
with Governor Barnett, and now 
rests largely with Governor Wal= 
lace of Alabama, Few men in our 
history have so blatantly and suc= 
cessfully defied the orders of our 
courts as has Governor Wallace, 
At the time of the opening of 
schools this year ali five of the 
federal judges in the State of 
Alabama had ordered Wallace not 
to interfere with desegregation of 
schools. Yet when the schools 
opened the state national guard 
was on hand to prevent Negroes 
from entering, Any man of ordinary 
position who had similarly defied 
the orders of a court would have 
been in jail long ago, But for some 
reason the governor of Alabama 
remains free to work his will and 
to set an example of defiance for 
other governors to follow. The 
failure to arrest may be a wise 
political decision but it does 
nothing to increase the Negro’s 
faith in our legal institutions. 


No Condemnation 

“It is increasingly evident as 
the years go by that the moral 
commitment of most Americans 
to the end of segregation is non- 
existent, Though a whole race is 
suffering from its effects there is 
no moralcondemnation of segrega- 
tion as a way of life. Despite re 
peated bombings in the South we 
always return to business as usual, 
Despite the fact that in Prince 
Edward County, Va., 2,000 Negro 
children walked the streets for four 
long years with no schooling at all, 
the wave of moral indignation in 
America never appeared, Despite 
the fact that in Charlotte, N.C, a 
Negro may receive an emergency 
operation in a hospital, be refused 
admission to the white ward when

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
A Dedicated Official

Over the years, Frank also acted as secretary of the 
Recreation Committee, and carried out that ‘Committee’s 
decisions faithfully and capably. 

His friends in the town are many. 

We join them in wishing Francis P. Markey the best of 
health and good fortune in his retirement. He deserves all 
of this, and more. 


Good Department Heads 


One of the specific problems the Charter Study Com- 
mittee encounters, as its sub-committees interview depart- 
ment heads, is an analysis of those departmental functions 
which are based on the good judgment of the responsible 
officials. 

Some activities of every department must be based on 
the day-to-day decisions of the department heads; in other 
cases, statutes spell out procedures and policies so that 
no decision is required. 

It is human to differ in matters of judgment. Thus sub- 
committee members can conceivably be critical of the way 
one department or another functions, based mostly on what 
their own decision would have been. 

This criticism, openly expressed, may lead to tragic 
results. 

For a department head — if subjected to this sort of 
public, critical comment — can easily decide to pass the 
buck on all decisions, either to the manager or to that 
vague never-never land where, one hopes, problems will 
disappear if ignored. 

It is a common-sense conclusion that good department 
heads, whose judgment is based on professional and 
practical experience, must. not be so severely criticized 
as to diminish their value to the town. By the same token, 
of course, every department head must be willing to stand 
by his decisions, and to accept criticism that is justified. 

Indeed, the sub-committee inembers of the Charter Study 
Committee must be very careful in this area, or they can 
create confusion, resulting in less efficiency within the 
government. 

If a strong rein is not held by the Committee, depart- 
ment heads could begin to wonder whether they are, as 
the charter says, answerable to the manager, and eventual- 
ly the Selectmen, or whether they must also satisfy the 
individual opinions of Study Committee members as well, 

The latter would be an impossible task, within the 
structure of our town government. 


Let’s Think About It 


Ih the news columns this week, School Committee 
member William ‘A. Doherty presents his reasons for 
advocating a larger high school than is now contemplated 
by his own board. 

And he uses some potent arguments for adopting his 
plan. 

We are not attempting to judge the validity of the pre- 
sentation; we do think it is worth consideration by every- 
one in the community. 

For Mr. Doherty’s ideas are unique, in that seldom does 
a public official take this sort of an approach toa 
problem. The veteran School Committee member provides a 
solution to the school construction controversy that is the 
direct opposite of most solutions. 

And as such — in an effort to understand both sides of 
the question — we urge our readers to review the state- 
ment thoroughly.

“It's along way from Washington, 
D,C,, to the quiet town of Andover, 
Mass,., where the citizens still 
decide things in town meeting, But 
distant as it may be from Andovers 
all over the country, Washington is 
not deaf to their needs, even down 
to such little things as a sewer 
extension project. 

“So when more than a thousand 
Andover voters assembled at the 
town hall to vote on a sewer pro= 
ject, the Federal Government's 
presence was very real, inthe form 
of its offer to give Andover 
$839,500 toward the estimated $1.7 
million cost, 

‘During the lengthy debate, one 
Arthur Neumark of Elm st, moved 
to amend the plan by deleting its 
provision to accept the Federal 
funds, Citing the size of the Federal 
debt, he argued that the Govern- 
ment proposed to give Andover 
money which it actually did not 
have, 

‘‘Those supporting Mr, Neue 
mark’s position were so few that, 
according to one account, they 
weren't even tallied. He was, in- 
deed, deserted by the Andover 
Taxpayers Association, whose 
spokesman explained that though 
the association previously Qpposed 
the principle of Federal aid, it 
supported a grant for this 
particular project, 

**A local paper, commenting on 
the outcome, singled out Mr, Neue 
mark for praise, ‘tHe was fighting 
for a lost cause; it’s nice to know 
there are still men of individuality 
who will propose unpopular proce= 
dures because they think itis right 
to do so,’” In the Andover newse 
paper’s opinion, ‘‘thousands of 
voters’? would support Mr, 


Neumark’s position ‘if rejecting 
the grant would truly mean a ree 
duction in Federal spending, This
